State Bureau of Identification 
aud Investigation, located at 
the London State Prison Farm 
and was inspired by the intro­ 
duction of modern methods by 
Police Chief O. H. Cornwell. 
Chief Cornwell has placed in 
operation a great number of in­ 
novations, including an elab­ 
orate identification and finger­ 
print bureau. 
The latest improvement to 
m o d e r n i z e the department, 
keeping step with progress of 
departments in large cities, is 
the installatoin of equipment 
for photographing prisoners. 
Chief Cornwell has had a 
small annex to his own private 
office constructed, built out into 
the cell block, and in here he 
has fitted up a dark room for 
developing pictures now* taken 
of important captives. 
The 
chief 
has 
a 
special 
camera 
tor 
making 
t h e s e 
photos. 
In the short space of 
less than two hours one pris­ 
oner was recently “mugged,” 
the photos developed and pre­ 
pared for mailing. 
Chief Cornwell had previous­ 
ly had no training in the field 
of photography but in his spare 
time picked up useful bits of 
knowledge until now* he could 
qualify as a full-fledged photog­ 
rapher. 
His 
system of fingerprint 
classification is no less com­ 
prehensive. Fingerprints of all 
prisoners {ire taken and a com­ 
plete index is kept for future 
needs. 
Every set of prints Is 
also kept on a "negative” and 
if extra sets are desired to be 
sent to arn part of the coun­ 
try, 
the 
prints 
are 
photo­ 
graphed. 
The equipment also 
includes a microscope for com­ 
paring various sets of prints 
in establishing the identity of 
criminal suspect*.
